In view of the long-felt need for an Engiish-to-English-to Urdu dictionary I hava tried 
to revise one and am happy to make it available to the readers. 


There have been revolutionary developments in the fields of science, literature and techno- 
logy, and the influence of mass media has added new dimensions to our life styles. The extent 
to which English has spread is really marvellous. Urdu, as a living language, has to keep abreast 
of the time and its demand. Special pains have been taken to include upto-date and accurate 
scientific and technical terms with their various nuances. A large number of idiomatic expres- 
sions and phrases have been incorporated for the sake of greater clarity. 


The selection of vocabulary has been made largely on the basis of frequency of occu- 
rancc.

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Get to Know Your Dictionary 

This dictionary should like to be a tme friend of yours, if you get to know it well and 
make frequent recourse to it in your difficulties with English words and, phrases. 

OPEN IT AT THE CORRECT PLACE 

Can you open it at the correct place ? It is not quite easy, but it is in no wise impossible. 
Remember that M starts always midway in a dictionary. Similarly, D begins its 2nd quarter 
and S its 3rd quarter. Practise opening the dictionary at these places. Also learn to name 
the two letters occurring before and after any letter that comes to your mind. When you have 
learnt to do these two things quickly you will be well on your way to opening the dictionary at 
the correct place where you can find the word in question. 

SPELLING 

Every time you look up a word in the dictionary, remember that it is necessary for you 
to learn how to spell it. This dictionary follows Fowler in this as in various other matters. 
Verbs ending incize and nouns in -ization can be, and in England popularly are, spelt with 
an s in place of z which is preferred by scholars and in the States. You may have your own 
preference, but it is wise to stick to the form you have chosen. The American way of spelling 
words, though comparatively more rational than the English system, is not taught in this 
country. So only English spellings have been given. The same observation applies to American 
pronunciation of words. 


PRONUNCIATION 


The use of the international phonetic ■ alphabet has been avoided not so much for its 
relative unfamiliarity as for the fact that both the C.O.D. and Chambers use the ordinary sym- 
bols. It has been felt that students do not get used to it. Hence, the justification for a com- 
promise formula between the symbols used in those dictionaries, in order to enable students to 
turn to them at a later stage. The pronunciation followed is usually Fowler’s, occasionally 
Chambers’s and in a few cases Daniel Jones’s. 


As for the intonation, remember that in English the question of accent arises only in 
words of more than one syllable. There the accent almost always falls on the first syllable. 
There are two exceptions ; 

(a) In words in which the first syllable is a short a or a short u, the second syllable is 
accented ; 

(b) In words ending in -tion, -sion, -cial, and -ity the accent' falls on the second last 
syllable. 


Pronunciation has been shown by syllabication, re-speliing with new symbols wherever 
needed, and by italicizing the accented syllables. Here is the tabulated key to pronunciation :

ETYMOLOGY 

4. / Derivations of words have been left out as being beyond the needs and interests of the 
students using this dictionary. An appendix, however, contains very useful information on this 
point. It gives Greek, Latin and Auglo-Saxon stems and affixes with their meaning. You would 
do well to learn them a few at a time. This systematic approach will give you an idea of how 
words have been formed in the English language, and will in course of time help you guess the 
meaning of words even before you look them up in the dictionary. 

REGULAR FORMATIONS 

5. It would be useful to learn the regular formations for nouns, adjectives, adverbs and 
verbs. Here are the rules. 

1. NOUNS : To form ihc plural add -cs to the nouns ending in ch, s, sh, x or z ; add -s to all others. 

2. ADJECTIVES: (a) To form th c comparative degree of an adjective add -cr to it. dropping its own c if 
it ends in one ; (h) to form the superlative degree of an adjective add -cst to it. dropping its own e if it 
ends in one ; (c) add more for comparative degree and most for superlative degree in case of adjectives 
of more than one syllable. 

- 3. ADVERBS : (a) To Form an adverb add -ly to the corresponding adjective ; (h) use more before an 
adverb to form its eompurntvi.- degree and most to form its superlative degree. 

, 4. VERBS : (a) To form the past tense and the past participle of a verb add -cd to its first form, dropping 
its own e if it ends in one; ( b ) To form the present participle of a verb add -ing to its first form. 
Iropping its own e if it ends in one, except in the ease of dye ; (r) to form the third person singular of the 
present tense of a verb add -s to it, but if it ends in a v drop they and add -ies.
